The Elba City Council meet- 
ing of March 8th included sev 
eral board appointments. 

Daniel Stephens and Steve 
Williams were each appointed 
to a second six year term on the 
Elba’ Industrial Development 
Board. 

Charlotte Whitehurst and Jim 
Gilmer were appointed to terms 
on the Elba Planning & Zoning 
Board. Whitehurst’s term is a 
six year term and Gilmer is fill- 
ing an unexpired term, resulting 


’ from a death. He will serve until 


2007, 

Police Chief R. W. Whitworth 
told council member the new K 
9 dog is working out great. He 
also joined with Mayor James 
Grimes in honoring Charles 
Webb for. his efforts on behalf 
the people of Coffee County. 
“Coffee County never had a 
friend like Charles Webb,” the 
council and visitors were told. 

The council approved a 
housekeeping resolution allow- 
ing the mayor and city clerk to 
sign checks dispensing funds 
from Elba’s share of state oil 
and gas funds. 


Monthly bills totaling 
$123,458.28 were approved for 
payment, this included $14,975 
to ADECA, $17,015.31 transfer 
to the Elba City Schools, 
$14,437.63 to Waste 
Management for garbage pick- 
up, $6,655.42 tothe coffee 
County landfill and == a 
$26,455.01 workers compensa- 
tion insurance payment. 

Mayor Grimes also 
announced the approyal of a 
$5400 ADECA grant for a gen- 
erator to service a police radio 
repeater located away from the 
downtown station.

Mayor Charles Cole agreed 
‘this project is something that 
can be spread out over time 


rather than trying to do it all at 
onee, 

Therefore, council members 
approved a motion to purchase 
50 percent of the needed signs 
and brackets to put up over the 
next quarter, especially in the 
areas that do not have any signs 
at all, to ‘see how the project 
goes, 

Council members discussed 
the Department of 
Transportation grant regarding 
sidewalks and the senior ceriter 
renovations. 

Town clerk Annette Williams 
said she had spoken with DOT 
officials who said the town 
neéds ‘a new. scope of work for 
this grant, 

McMonagle. asked if indica- 
tions were correct that if the 
town does not have anything in 
place by the end of March, it 
Will lose this grant. 

Williams said yes. She added 
that she had not heard anything 
from the grant writer, Lenwood 
Herron, at the time of the meet- 
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trips in the works for C.C. Schools 


$87,103. According to Ingram, 
this was up $16,718 from. the

The win'was a 14-4 romp past 
Abbeville, and in the win the Tigers battered Yellow Jacket pitchers

fortable every time he takes the mound. The Tigers biggest problem 
last week was a lack of defense, The Tigers committed fifteen errors 
in the three games, and as Coach Grimes stated late in the week, this 
year’s team isn't talented enough to overcome errors and must 
improve or the losses could begin to mount.

Natural causes determined 
in Elba man’s untimely death 


The search for a missing Elba 
man ended last ‘Wednesday, 
March 17, when his body was 
discovered in a wooded area 

The family of Charlie Jeff 
Johnson, age 39, of Elba, report- 
ed him missing Tuesday, March 
16. At that time, no one had spo- 
ken to or seen him since Friday, 
March 12. 

Johnson’s body was discoy- 
ered early Wednesday afternoon 
in the wooded area’ across the 
street from his father’s home on 
Taylor Mill Road. 

Actording to Elba Police 
Chief R.W. Whitworth, a joint 


investigation between the Elba 


Police Department, Twelfth 
Judicial Circuit District 
Attorney's Office, the Coffee 


County Coroner's Office and 
the Alabama Department of 
Forensic: Sciences began imme- 
diately after Johnson was found. 

The Alabama Department of 
Forensic Sciences conducted the 
post mortem examination which 


‘revealed Johnson died of natural 


causes. 
Funeral services for Mr. 
Johnson were held Monday. 


March 22, from the Chapel of 
Hayes Funeral Home. 


Commission rejects motions 
regarding County Road 517

During the regular bimonthly 
meeting, the Coffee County 
Commission -again found itself 
Monday, March 22, facing ques- 
tions regarding the paving of 
County Road 517. 

Faye « Griswold, a New 
Brockton bus driver, addressed 
commissioners, and she*said in 
the 31 years she has been a bus 
driver this road has always been 
a hazard. 

“It’s a one-way road, and it’s 
difficult to meet vehicles,” she 
said. “T’ve also gotten stuck 
countless times.” . 

In regards to getting stuck, 
Griswold said she is not allowed 
to leave the younger students 
unattended unless their is an 
older student on the bus to make 
responsible, therefore, she said 
there have béen times when she 
was forced to make the younger 
students walk. with her in .the 
mud to find assistance. 

Griswold said the road is very 
slippery . when wet, and it is 
scary when the back of thé bus 
starts sliding whether there are 
children on the bus or she 1s 
alone. 

“| would like to see it (the 
road) paved,” she said. 

County engineer Randy 
Tindel] was asked to respond to 
Griswold’s remarks, and he said 
the county's policy, with “the 
county school system is that bus 
drivers report road problems to 
their transportation supervisor, 
and he reports to Tindell. 

Following the March 8 com- 
mission meeting, Tindell said he 
contacted the school system’s 
transportation supervisor, ‘and 
he did not relate a problem to 
the road. 

“We (Tindell, Griswold and 
the transportation supervisor) 
need to sit down and talk,” he 
said, 


In regards to being slippery 


when wet, Tindell sard-the-only — 


thing to do would be put more 
rocks on the road, but there were 
complaints at the last commis- 
sion meeting regarding too 
many rocks on the road already. 

County Road 517 has been 
approv ed for paving by the com- 
mission; however, there has 
been ongoing trouble - getting 
right-of-way deeds from all 
landowners. As of Monday’s 
meeting, only two landowners 
had not signed right-of-way 
deeds - one in Commissioner 
Robert Stephens’ district and - 
one in Commissioner Bernest 
Brooks’ district. 

Following Tindell’s remarks, 
Stephens offered a motion to 
pay the landowner in his district 
$1,200 for her right-of-way. 

“This is something I've never 
done but am willing to do to get 
the road paved,” he said. 

Brooks offered.a second to the 
motion then asked.to amend it 
by adding that the landowner in 
his district be paid the total cost 
per acre for the right-of-way as 
it was surveyed and analyzed. 

Brooks. said this landowner 
agreed to $4,000 per acre, and 
the parcel of land is eight tenths 
of an acre. 

The parcel of land for 
Stephens’ landowner is 35 one- 
hundreths of an acre. 

Commissioner Linda 
Westbrook asked if this equates 
to both landowners. being paid 
the same amount per acre, and 
the answer was no. She said she 
feels both should be paid the 
same amount per acre. 

Stephens supplied the: second 
for the amendment offered by 
Brooks; however, he expressed 
some reservations. 

The amendment failed to pass
